China summoned leacers of various organizations to an emergency meeting 
and issued a contidential order that all important factories 
and organizations be deactivated. Factory machinery was to be dismantled 
ond moved northward by croups with an escort of the factories' ow tech- 
nieal employees. in addition, all civilians, governaent organizations, 
schools, and factories were reculrec to complete air raid shelters within 
fave dears, All technical enployecs were forced to move northward collesc- 
tively, but their dependents had to return to their native homes. Umy 
workers deserted, thus greatly affecting the moving project.
